Pretty cool old gear! The Stromberg-Carlson is an old "public-address" 
audio amplifier. Since it isn't hi-fi, it is of no particular value to 
collectors, but you might get $25-50 auctioning it on eBay. It was never 
connected with the other equipment mounted in the racks. 


The two racks are two typical home-made (hams say "homebrew") radio 
transmitting amplifiers evidently made by a ham with the call sign W2AXR 
(that's a call maybe issued in the 1930's). Both look like 1950's 
vintage equipment to me. They would have been hooked up to a low-power 
transmitter (maybe 40-100 watts) and then amplified that signal to 1000 
watts or so before going on to his antenna. 


That is a really heavy green transformer down in the bottom of the left 
unit and the right unit probably has the same behind those black panels. 
Most likely it is a transformer like you see usually encased in a 
cylinder and hanging off an electrical power pole. 


High power homebrew amplifiers like these sometimes show up at ham radio 
swap meets (hamfests) and might fetch maybe $50-100 or so each. A used 
commercial amplifier might sell for $500-$600, but you never know how 
much work might be involved in resurrecting a homebrew unit or if the 
tubes are any good - most likely it would be bought for parts someone 
could use in building their own amp. 


If you like, I can ask on a vintage ham radio e-mail list if there is 
anyone in your area who could help you with an on-site appraisal or sale 
of the amplifiers. 


If you decide to just dispose of the units, please be careful and 
dispose of properly - the glass tubes can shatter if they are broken 
(and may contain some 

mercury) and the capacitors (like the square white can in the bottom 
labeled "20 mfd") are old enough to be full of PCBs - if they aren't 
leaking there is no worry. 


My advice would be to find a local ham radio club and ask if someone 
will just take them away.

The Maritime Radio Historical Society is pleased to announce that K6KPH will be on 
the air this Saturday, 9/24, in support of the National Radio Emergency Network 
(NREN) effort to train more amateurs in the handling of emergency traffic via CW. 


The request for assistance came from Jim Wades <wb8siw@charter.net> of NREN, an 
organization that has been promoting emergency preparedness, and the use of CW and 
the National Traffic System for emergency traffic. Information about NREN may be 
found at:

The need for more CW operators trained in message handling was brought into sharp 
focus during hurricane Katrina when HF SSB nets has problems passing formal 
message traffic. While each mode has its merits, NREN and the MRHS agree that CW 
is well suited to handling large volumes of formal health and welfare traffic. 


Beginning at 1300pdt/2000Z 24 September K6KPH will broadcast a series of practice 
messages in NTS format at 10, 15, 20 and 30WPM. 


K6KPH frequencies will be 7050kc, 14050kc and 21050kc. 


This will be followed on subsequent weekends by live exchanges of practice traffic 
with ops at K6KPH as well as other stations.

Apparently the gentle nudge and suggestion approach to the issue of 
improving the quality of posts to the BoatAnchors list, and maintaining 
our excellent (and high) signal to noise ratio is falling on DEAF EYES! 


PLEASE READ THIS AND SAVE IT BECAUSE IT IS IMPORTANT!!! 


The list culture is to include only those portions of a prior post 
that are required to maintain the context of your comments. We have 
always tried to reduce the amount of "chaff" on the list, and this 
is one good way. 


In private mail between you, a subscriber, and me, as list manager, 
I really don't care one way or the other, but when posting to the list, 
there are at least two issues of concern: 


1) the increased bandwidth from including extra text. 
With the trial subscriptions and full members, the number of copies 
of each post mailed out change the impact of each extra word so that 
each single character becomes 1,000 characters of mail! 


2) by not editing out included text, it sends a not at all subtle 
message to the list, that the poster considers his/her own time 
required to merely swipe his mouse across the text and tap the delete 
key, to be more valuable than the collective time and energy of the 
600-700 readers on the list... not exactly a "positive" message! ;%) 


This isn't rocket science... you place the pointer at the top of the 
message you are including xparts* of, and click-drag to where you need 
to include, and then hit the backspace or delete key... painless, 
easy, quick, and very helpful to the list. 


PLEASE begin to pay attention to this... those who consistently can not be 
bothered to be considerate of the list will forfeit posting privileges 
and risk not being invited back for membership. 


Treat the list as a symposium. In such an environment, with 600 others 
attending who have paid to be there, it is unlikely you would repeat 
someone else's portion of a conversation in its entirety as part of 
your own remarks... it would become very tedious, very quickly, if you 
did... especially if you repeated even the closing signature block of 
the previous message. 


Thanks for your understanding and help in making the boatanchors list 
have the highest signal to noise on the InterNet.
